MONTREAL / May 24, 1996 — Throughout the summer, Montrealers will be marking the 50th 
anniversary of Jackie Robinson’s arrival in the baseball major league. Concordia and the 
Université du Québec 4 Montréal’s Chair in Inter-Ethnic Studies has organized a symposium to 


take place on Saturday, May 25, 1996. Admission is free. 


The symposium’s morning session will be held entirely at Concordia University, in Room H-937 
of the Henry F. Hall Building (1455 de Maisonneuve Blvd. W.), beginning at 9:30 a.m. with an 
introduction by Sociology and Anthropology Professor David Howes and welcome addresses by 
Concordia Rector Frederick Lowy and Judith Woodsworth, Vice-Dean, Academic Affairs and 


International Relations, in the Faculty of Arts and Science. 


Ian Jordan, Director of the Sports-études baseball program at West Island College will deliver a 
talk titled “Discrimination in Sports, Then and Now.” The keynote speaker is Jules Tygiel, a 
professor of history at San Francisco State University, who will expound on “The Legacy of 


Jackie Robinson.” 


Additional speakers include Gérald McKenzie, vice-president of the League of Rights and 
Liberties, who will address “Discrimination to Equality” and Marketing Professor Christopher 
Ross who will talk about “Race Relations: A Business Perspective.” 


The afternoon session will be held at UQAM and will feature speakers Max d’Orsinville, French 
Literature Professor from McGill, Citizenship Minister André Boisclair, Fo Niemi, lawyer Marléne 
Jenning, Linton Garner, MUC councillor for intercultural and interracial relations and Abe 


Limonchik, who heads the Jackie Robinson 50th Anniversary Celebrations Committee.
